The California Supremo Court, 
in ruling that the death penalty 
is 
constitutional, 
apparently 


opened the door to new penalty 
trials for almost all the 85 men 
and one woman now awaiting 
the San Ouentin gas chamber. 


The convictions stand. But the 


court also ruled Monday that ju- 
ries in two cases on appeal will 
have to decide, 
once again, 


whether death or life imprison- 
ment should be imposed as pun- 
ishmont. 


By extension, fh<> principle ap- 


plies to most of the other 84 
cases, said Steve Raston, West 
Coast director of the legal de- 
fense fund of the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People which filed the 
appeals more than a year ago. 


At San Quentin, cAssociate 


Warden Janvs W.L. Park said 
the decision did not seem unex- 
pected to the 83 mon on death 
row."Their reaction is restrained 
until they see the actual deci- 
sion and find out what it means 
for each one of them," Park 
said.

on at Corona. The 86th candi- 
date for the gas chamber is due 
to be formally sentenced Fri- 
day. 


The State Supremo Court's4-3 


decision was written by Justice 
Louis H. Burke, who ruled that 
capital punishment las been 
employed 
throughout history 


and cannot be challenged as 
cruel or unusual under either 
federal or state constitutions. 


"I think it is the law," said 


Gov, Ronald Reagan. "I concur 
with it as a proper decision." 
Reagan favors the death penal- 
ty as a deterrent to crime. 


Former Gov. Edmund 
G. 


Brown, who fought for years to 
abolish 
the 
death 
penalty, 


agreed partly with the decision. 


"Capital punishment should 


be abolished," he saM. "But not 
by the courts. This is a matter 
for the legislature." 


The two new penalty trials or- 


dered by the state high court 
are for Robert Page Anderson, 
32, convicted of a San- Diego 
murder, and Frederick Sater- 
field, 53, convicted of two slayi 
ings in Orange County. 


In a 6-1 decision the court held 


that jurors opposing the death 
penalty were excluded in the 
original trials. The ruling fol- 
lows the recent U.S. Supremo 
Court's 
Witherspoon decision 


banning the automatic exclusion 
of jurors opposing capital pun- 
ishment.

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WINTER CAN WREAK HAVOC 
WITH PLANTS AND SHRUBS 


By MR. FIX 


Trees and shrubs around 


your house need special pro- 
tection if they are to survive 
a severe winter. Aside from 
the sentiment involved, they 
represent a real investment 
and should be protected from 
damage. 


Materials needed are not 


difficult to obtain and many 
are r i g h t at hand. Rope, 
wire, burlap, hardware cloth, 
stakes, piles of leaves, even 


: sawdust are among the ma- 


terials you will find useful. 
You will not need all of 
them, perhaps not many of 
them at all and it is likely 
that you will find ways to 
improvise. 


Know what you are trying 


to prevent and you will be 
able to figure out the best 
ways to proceed. 


At the ground level, frost- 


heaving will cause roots near 
the surface to be exposed. 
The subsequent exposure can 
be killing 


A little higher up, starving 


rodents will c h e w off the 
bark, nibble on buds on the 
ends of branches. 


Over-all wind damage can 


result due not only to the 
severity of the wind but the 
drying effect as well. On the 
protected side of the house 
the plant can suffer from 
sunburn even though it is 
winter. The sun may start 
the sap rising and some real 
cold night the new sap will 
e x p a n d when it freezes, 
causing plant cells to burst. 


Before doing anything else 


make certain that plants are 
well-w a I e r e d. Keep water- 
ing until the ground starts to 
freeze. Keep the earth moist 
in spite of freezing tempera- 
tures by mulching which 
provides insulation. Leaves 
make an excellent mulch. 
Chop them first with your 
lawn m o w e r so that they 
don't mat down too heavily.

Sawdust, w o o d shavings, 
g r a s s clippings, chopped 
corn cobs, peat moss—all 
make good mulching materi- 
als. 
Mix them if you don't 


have e n o u g h of one. Pile 
several inches deep and two 
or three feet out from the 
trunk. 


To prevent small, hungry 


animals f r o m gnawing on 
tender trees ar.v.' shrubs, use 
wire 
screen 
(the coarse 


hardware cloth variety) as a 
shield. Make a cylinder of 
the material, keeping it sev- 
eral inches away from the 
trunk. Bury the lower end 
several i n c h e s into the 
ground so that animals can- 
not burrow under it. When 
planning the height, try to 
remember how nigh snow 
will drift in your area. A 
small animal can sit on top 
of drifts. 


Young t r e e s can be 


wrapped in burlap part way 
up the trunk, both as protec- 
tion against animals and 


against wind damage. 


Make a windbreak (which 


will also keep out some of 
the sun) out of lengths of 
snow fence or pieces of bur- 
lap tacked to posts driven in- 
to the ground. This also will 
protect the p l a n t s against 
drifting snow. • 


The multiple s t e m s of 


some trees, such as Chinese 
arborvilae and some juni- 
pers, should be tied together 
with soft string or cloth so 
that snow will not spread 
them apart. Wide-spreading 
e v e r g r e e n s 
(yews and 


spruce) should be propped 
up with scrap lumber in the 
event of a heavy snow. Shake 
off excess snow as soon as 
possible. 


Newly planted trees should 


b e h e a v i l y w a t e r e d , 
mulched, staked and held in 
place with a loop of wire. 
Cover the wire with a piece 
of hose to protect the tree.

thetic sensibility—like hay- 
ing Elke Sommer belch in 
your ear. 


Blaring portable radios, 


however, arc but a part of 
this relatively unseen por- 
tion of American sports. Re- 
porters are forever writing 
so-called " d r e s s i n g room 
stories," but rarely tell us 
anything about the actual 
dressing room, 


Almost every American 


male has come in contact 
with an athletic. dressing 
room at one time or another, 
Everybody knows what a 
high school locker 
room 


smells like—the Stale towels, 
stiff socks and creeping ath- 
lete's foot. 


The professional dressing 


room, gentlemen, is another 
thing. Forget those old im- 
ages. Today, the locker room 
is more than just a place to 
change clothes, peel off tape 
and wash dirt off the nose. 


There are carpets on the 


floor and a kind of sterility 
in the air. Burleigh Grimes 
would have to throw away 
his chew before they'd let 
him in. 


Out there—on the field or 


in the gymnasium—the ath- 
lete is as vulnerable as a 
nude terrapin. Out there, he 
is subject to anything from a 
rather scathing hiss to a 
beer bottle in the neck. 


Inside the dressing room, 


however, it is the athlete's 
party, He reigns. He sits on 
the stool in front of his 
locker, perhaps nursing a 
bruise. Even the most influ- 


ential visitors are cautious 
here. 


Contrary to opinion, you 


see, dressing rooms are not 
necessarily interview rooms. 
Here the athlete is on equal 
grounds. Most often, he is 
polite and answers the vis- 
itor's questions while he ad- 
justs a tie or buckles his 
belt. 


Sometimes, t h o u g h , he 


may—like Ted Williams- 
tell you to get the hell away 
and leave him alone. 


The glamor disappears in 


the dressing room. All-Stars 
and All-Pros become the 
mortals who slam car doors 
on their fingers. 


Some of the old pros, their 


job f i n i s h e d , leave early 
while newer, players, more 
interested in creating a pub- 
lic image, stick around until 
all the questions are asked. 


Then they file out, one by 


one. 
Somebody reaches up 


and snaps off the radio. A 
locker room attendant sur- 
veys the residue of used tape 
and soggy towels. 


"Look at that mess," he 


says. "Where do these guys 
think they are? Home?"

for only a few moments, you may 
have grounds for complaint. Thus:

accepted ;i ride offered by the man 
next door. But to her dismay, he 
began talking to her in amorous 
terms. Despite her protests, he kepi 
on driving past her house. Not until 
a block beyond was she able to get 
out of the car with some degree of 
dignity.

KEY BBCAYNE, Fla. (AP) 


— President-elect Richard M. 
Nixon, relaxing today in island 
solitude, intends to make unity 
in a divided nation a keynote 
themo of his Republican admin- 
istration.

thread in this effort is summed 
up in one word: communication. 
Nixoa stressed it constantly in 
the more philosophical speeches 
of his campaign.

The 
fumes from gas, coal or oil 
may aggravate an allergy. 
This is also true of the lubri- 
cating grease used In a blow- 
er. The furnace should, there- 
fore, be placed in a separate 
room with an outside en- 
trance. 


Vinyl building materials 


are the easiest to keep dust- 
free. Fiberglass curtains are 
better than cloth for mini- 
mizing house dust. Your rugs 
should be of the low-pile 
variety and s h o u l d 
be 


cleaned once or twice a year. 
Because a clothes dryer is a 
source of dust, it should be 
vented to the outside. It will 
also help to cut down the 
dust if you spray the furni- 
ture every six months with 
an odorless compound that 
emulsifies with water and 
leaves an invisible coating 
on the fabric. 


Even if you cannot use all 


of Dr. Itkin's suggestions for 
dust proofing your home, the 
application of any one of 
them will reduce the number 
and severity of allergic epi* 
sodes in a sufferer.
